Changes In Policy Design­

Destruction of Japanese 
records made exact figures difficult to obtain—particularly where cas­ 
ualties were concerned—but the total Jap loss through sinkings of steel 
merchant ships appears to have been 276,000 men. The months in which 
the greatest toll was taken were January. February, September, October 
and November of 1944. As the figures show, subs accounted for 1750 
ships of varied gross tonnage.

On Moving to Yukon

W ASHINGTON — Every 
m onth ' 
some I OOO people who yearn to pio­ 
neer w rite Harold

like to move to Alaska. 
And in case you have dream ed of 
turning a wilderness into a tidy 
little farm , here's a quick tip from 
M. W 
Goding. who 
looks 
after 
Ickes' Alaska m ail: 
"Look before you leap. 
If 
you 
m ust leap, leap w ith a t least $3,000 " 
Not th at Goding isn't enthusias­ 
tic about Alaska. He’s an old Skag­ 
way boy himself. 
“Great Country” 
‘ G reat country, w onderful oppor­ 
tunities.' he avers. 
But Goding says people d o n 't u n ­ 
derstand pioneering has changed. 
There was a tim e when a sharp ax 
and a strong back were the dhief 
requirem ents. 
Sturdy 
characters 
then were content to eke out a sub­ 
sistence living. 
But now—well, eking isn’t fash­ 
ionable any more. 
“They figure they need a radio," 
Goding asserted. 
"And of course 
they can ase a car.” 
Free land, Goding said, is the 
bait. 
B ut he w arns th a t m uch of 
the land must be cleared. Pioneer­ 
ing calls for a bulldozer to do the 
job--at $90 to $120 an acre. 
There are business opportunities. 
he added, even though Alaska still 
has less than 100.000 population. 
Goding advises caution here, too. 
For exam ple, th e m ap m ay show 
a promising cluster of communities. 
Actually they m ay contain few peo­ 
ple. 
As an illustration, he pointed to 
Parks. Alaska: 
" T h a ts where George Parks lives 
—by himself."
